Balkan Misgivings 


EPORTS from Rumania indicate that 

the situation in King Carol’s kingdom 
is even more anomalous than one expects it 
to be in the Balkan Peninsula. Some weeks 
ago, after Soviet Russia had seized Bessa- 
rabia and the Northern Bukovina, it was 
announced that the Rumanian Premier 
and. Foreign Secretary had been summoned 
to Germany, where they were received by 
Herr Hitler. On that occasion, appa- 
rently, they were informed, politely but 
firmly, by the Fuehrer that Rumania 
must make her peace with her neighbours, 
Hungary and Bulgaria, with the least 
possible delay. Almost at the same 
time the outside world was informed 
that Rumania had decided to turn 
over a new leaf in respect of her foreign 
policy. Before the war King Carol and 
his Ministers had been whole-hearted 
supporters of Great Britain and France. 
They had accepted a Franco-British 
guarantee of Rumania’s territorial and 
political integrity; and, when the war 
broke out, Rumania was regarded gener- 
ally as an ally of the Western 
democracies. After the collapse of France 
there was a notable change. Rumania 
swung round almost completely—as, in 
the circumstances, was only natural—and 
her Ministers went out of their way to 
declare their sympathy with the Axis 
Powers. Rumania, it was stated, hence- 
forward would become one of the planets 
revolving around the German sun. She 
had made mistakes in the past; but all 
that was over, and Berlin, rather than 
Paris or London, would be the focal point 
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Rumania had been overrun by Mackensen's 
along the coast of the Black Sea had been 
restored to the Bulgars; but after the 
Allies“ victory in 1918 it was re-incorporated 
in Greater Rumania. Now, it appears, 
the Bulgarian Government is demanding 
not only the unconditional return of the 


payment. of an indemnity of eighteen 
thousand million levas, or about 
£45,000,000. for the loss of Bulgarian 
territory since 1913. The Rumanians, 
on the other band; have a counter-claim 
for the erection of public works and the 
like; and it is reported from Sofia tha‘, 
as a gesture of friendship to her neighbour, 
Bulgaria may be prepared not only to 
recognise this claim, but even to pay a 
small sum to Rumania. So far, there is 
no news regarding the Hungarian claims 
to Transylvania. About a week ago it 
was reported that the Rumanians had. 
offered to co-operate in an exchange of 
populations along the border, and there 
was talk about the cession of a narrow 
strip of territory; but, apparently, 
nothing has been settled, and there is 
much tension on both sides of the Magyar- 
Rumanian frontier. In view of the Iron 
Guard’s recalcitrant attitude it is im- 
possible to tell what will happen in 
Rumania. The parties of the Extreme 
Right are supported by Monsieur Maniu, 
leader of the National Peasant Party, who 
insists that Rumanian territory must not 
be sacrificed. He declares that the 
productive working classes among the 
Hungarian population of Transylvania are 
just as strongly opposed as their Rumanian 
compeers to the cession of their territory 
to the Magyar Government. He may be 
right, or he may be wrong. Time will 
tell. In the meanwhile public opinion in 
the Balkans, which is becoming more and 
more frightened of Soviet Russia, is begin- 
ning to have its doubts about the 
promised defeat of Great Britain within 
the next ten days. Rumania, in particular, 
is in a difficult position. Her people are 
unanimous in their determination to hold 
what they have; and they are beginning 
to wonder whether, after all, their 
Government has backed the right horse.

The Nation’s Call 


Mr. P. J. Little, Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs, delivered an important 
speech at Dunmore East, Co. Waterford, 
on Sunday. His attitude was, broadly, 
that, if Irish neutrality is to be preserved, 
Ireland must arm in defence of it, and 
that such arming would demand the 


| services not only of the Regular Forces, 


but of every man and woman in the 
country. For twenty years our leaders 
have been exhorting us to learn the decent 
arts of peace; they now are advising us 
to assimilate the arts of war. It is the 
duty of every able-bodied man, who is 
young, unmarried and otherwise free, to 
join the armed forces of the nation; the 
man who is in no position for full-time 
service can enlist in the Local Security 
Force, the A. R. P. service, or some such 
branch of the second line of defence; for 
every woman there is a place in the Red 
Cross or in another, equally useful, line 
of work. ‘The Minister’s speech, like a 
hundred other speeches during the past 
two months, calls for action. Ireland. 
says Mr. Little in effect, is in a state of 
war. We may not be attacked by anybody, 
but the chance of attack is not so small 
that we can afford to disregard it; and, 
if it comes, we must be ready to meet it. 
This country has not been dependent for 
three hundred years upon professional 
armies. Whatever military successes it 
has attained, or whatever resistance it has 
offered to organised arms, has been due 
to the people themselves—the solicitors and 
farm-hands, the ex-soldiers and tinkers, 
the medical men and the university 
students. The case may be the same again. 
Ireland does not know, according to Mr. 
Little, who will attack her; but so long as 
she asserts a policy of neutrality, her task 
is to repel any and every attacker, It is 
easy to scoff about her ability to do so. 
There are people who say that an army of 
a hundred thousand men or thereabouts is 
in no position to resist a Great Power that 
possesses, perhaps, a couple of million 
men for purposes of attack. We do not 
agree. In the first place, ours is a well 
organised army, and organisation counts 
for more even than courage in these days. 
In the second place, there is a fine spirit 
among the people of Ireland—and spirit 
ranks next only to equipment and 
organisation.

On the Wheel 

‘The ‘bicycle is always a popular form 
of transport in Ireland, but this year the 
number of bicycles purchased in Dublin 
has broken every -record of brisk sales. 
Hardly had Spring begun to drive the 
chill out of the atmosphere and-the mists 
off the bogs—and off the Liffey—than 
business began to look up; and by last 
week, with summer standing at the full 
noon, the trade in pedal cycles reached its 
highest level. Part of the cause, of course, 
for this new popularity of the bicycle is 
the restriction on petrol supplies. “Here, 
as in Great Britain, many motorists 
either have sold their cars or have laid 
them up for the duration of the war. The 
main reason, however, is that so many 
young people have decided on cycling 
holidays. An Oige, the Irish Youth 
Hostels’ Association, and the various 
cycling clubs, have done much to rekindle 
an interest in the joys of cycling. There 
is something infectious about those swarms 
of laughing boys and girls who may be 
seen passing through the city almost any 
fine evening on their way to the country 
or the sea, and there is a kind of old-time 
adventure in the thought of a cycling 
holiday: a feeling of individuality, a 
sense of unlimited freedom and uncharted 
ways. At all events, thousands of young 
men and women—and some of them not so 
young—may be seen leaving Dublin these 
days, many loaded with small tents and 
cooking utensils; others, with little more 
than a change of clothes, who will sleep at 
whatever hotels or hostels that may happen 
by chance in their path. Our weather 
is not usually of the kind that would 
induce many people to sample an outdoor 
holiday—to ride a bicycle for a fortnight 
along mud-splashing roads through a 
countryside enveloped in a grey drizzle of 
rain cannot be recommended as a satisfy- 
ing experience; but this year, with Great 
Britain and the Continent closed to 
visitors, many persons, who are compelled 
for once to stay at home, have decided to 
take a chance on the weather and try the 
adventure of cycling. We hope that they 
will not be disappointed. Most of those 
shining new bicycles which were bought 
last week by this time are wending their 
various ways through Connemara and 
Donegal, along the cliff roads of Kerry, 
down through the Midlands to Killarney, 
and through the green and pleasant lands 
of Cork and Meath. Almost. without 
exception these holiday-makérs come from 
Irish homes, but many hundreds of them 
are spending for the first time since child- 
hood a holiday in their native Ireland. 
We hope that the weather will be kind to 
them; for, if it is, they are enjoying 
to-day—perhaps to their surprise—beauties 
of landscape, seascape and mountain that 
are not excelled in beauty anywhere else 
in the world.

Of National’ Importance 


A decision by Mr. Justice Bennett in 
the High Court on Friday, which meant 
an injunction restraining agents of the 
Ministry of Supply from interfering with 
the management of a business, is being 
reviewed by the Law Officers of the Crown, 
as it is necessary that full consideration 
should be given to a most important 
question, and legal authority says that 
this is a case of national importance to 
every business man. Under powers con- 
ferred by Parliament the Minister of 
Supply may take control of a firm, but it 
was argued that on behalf of the manage- 
ment of the business concerned that the 
Minister could not put in agents to 
control the firm and do what they liked 
with it, while the owners of the firm still 
remained financially and otherwise liable 
for the actions of such agents. It is 
asserted that if the Minister of Supply 
takes control of a business he must assume 
complete responsibility. It is expected 
that the question, owing to its importance, 
will be cleared up as quickly as possible.

The Delicate Flowers 


Lack of gardeners has been responsible 
for the growing of fewer delicate flowers 
in the London parks this autumn, these 
having been replaced by hardy annuals.

WITH PEARY 


Dr. Cook was born in Sullivan County, 
N.Y., in 1865. He graduated in medicine, 
and began his life of adventure shortly after 
concluding his medical course. He was ap- 
pointed strgeon of the Peary Arctic E i- 
tion in 1891, so gaining his first experience 
in the North Polar regions. In 1893 and 1894 


he led expeditions along the west coast of 
Greenland. In 1906 he Leasa an exnbdition 


for the summit of Mount McKinley, the 
highest point on the American Continent.

In recent weeks British aircraft production 
has so gone up by leaps and bounds that it 
is believed that production is running neck- 
and neck with that of Germany, says the 
Press Association Air Correspondent. 

We have much leeway to make up before 
the number of planes available for service 
equals the German total, says the correspon- 
dent. Once parity is achieved we shall go 
swiftly ahead in air force strength, Our 
production’ rate has by no means reached its 
peak, whereas the Germans must be nearly 
at full strength. : 

There are impressive figures, which cannot 
be publically disclosed, of the way in which 
our fighter force has been expanded. 

The bomber side of our activities is also 
relentlessly expanding. During a recent 
month we dropped 457,000—not 33,431, as 
stated in our snap—bombs on Germany and 
occupied territory, compared with 7,000 
dropped by the Germans on Great Britain. 

Since the night of June 18-19, when the 
Germans began their raids, they haye suffered 
confirmed losses: in aircraft totalling 307, 
3 with 173 by ourselves. 

The average age of pilots and crews taken 
prisoners during three months is 26, 

Well-informed quarters in London, con- 
cludes the correspondent, belicve that an 
air blitzkrieg will launched against Great 
Britain shortly, The Royal Air Force, how- 
ever, have the advantages of having practised 
night raids over Germany, the weather being 
more favourable than the weather over 
Britain, and Germany being well signposted 
with big rivers, canals and autobahnen.

SPITFIRES IN ACTION 


ENGAGEMENTS WITH 


MESSERSCHMITTS 


Nine British Spitfires, carrying the war 
across the Channel yesterday, shot down two 
Messerschmitt 109’s and damaged others, 
while almost at the same time another Spitfire 
Squadron smashed a third Messerschmitt 109 
on the English side of the Channel. 

It was four miles north of Calais, within 
range of German anti-aircraft guns, that the 
first squadron of Spitfires met the Germans, 
states the British Air Ministry News Service. 
There were five of them patrolling. The 
squadron leader began the attack by firing 
a burst into one of the Messerschmitts as it 
dived to escape. He saw it hit the sea. 

“He fired two long bursts at another 
Messerschmitt. Smoke ured from the 
Messerschmitt, but in the middle of the 
action it was impossible to follow it down, 
so it was not claimed as a certain casualty. 

“A sergeant-pilot caught yet another of 
the Messerschmitts as it was doing a stall 
turn. This, too, crashed into the sea. 

Another British pilot was hard on the 
tail of a German fighter which, at an carly 
stage, had made a dash for the French coast. 
Fragments broke off the port wing, and the 
Messerschmitt fell away towards France. It 
must have had difficulty in making a safe 
landing. 

These Spitfires also did well in the Dover 
air battle of July 29, when they accounted 
for three German. bombers and a fighter, the 
squadron-leader himself getting one of each. 

From Monday’s fight near the French 
coast one of our pilots. failed to return. 

The Spitfires which shot down the 
Messerschmitt near the English side of the 
Chanre! reported that within four minutes of 
their attack the sky was clear of German air- 
craft. Originally there had been 18 to 20 


German fighters. The rest had made for 
home. 
BLENHEIMS ALSO ACTIVE 


“Flying in tight formation above the 
clouds, three Blenheims of the British Coastal 
Command defeated four Messerschmitt 109’s 
on Sunday,” states the Air Ministry News 
Service. 

“The Blenheims were patrolling the 
French coast when the Messerschmitts 
attacked them. The British pilots dived 
steeply in formation until they were just 
Their gunners were firing 
all the time, and two of the Messerschmitts 
broke away. One of them headed back for 
the French coast, low over the sea, apparently 
in flames 

»The other Messerschmitts continued to 
attack, but the Blenheims still kept their 
formation intact, and brought the concen- 
trated fire of their rear gans to bear on one 
of the German fighters. It is believed that 
this Messerschmitt also was severely 
damayed 

„The Blenheims all landed safely, and 
there were no casualties among the crews.“ 


BRITISH ATTACKS ON 
THE RUHR 


OIL PLANT IN FLAMES

THE RAIDS DESCRIBED 


A squadron of Royal Air Force bombers 
attacked the synthetic oil plant at Sterkrade, 
north of Dusseldorf, on Sunday night, stated 
the Air Ministry News Service. 

From before midnight until the early hours 
of to-day (Monday) the raiders were over 
the works and dropped fourteen tons of 
high explosive bombs, as well as incendiaries, 
which set alight — oil flowing from the 
shattered storage tanks. 

One of the. pilots reported that his first 
attack resulted in small fires, but on his 
second run over the target à line of fire cul- 
minated in a large explosion. In the words 
of another pilot: ‘A sheet of flame followed 
the bursting of my bombs, and then came a 
large fire, accompanied by a series of minor 
explosions.

Unemployment in North.—The numbers of 
unemployed persons of all ages on the 
registers of Employment Exchanges in 
Northern Ireland at 15th July were 60,126 
wholly unemployed, 1,867 normally in casual 
employment and 9,417 temporarily stopped, 
making a total of 71,410. As compared with 
the previous month, the number of men un- 
— int decreased by 5,346, largely owing 
to more employment in building and contract- 
ing, agriculture, quarrying, and other outdoor 
work, The figure was the lowest recorded 
since September, 1940. On the other hand, 
owing to depression in the textile and cloth. 
ing trades, the number of women and 
juveniles unemployed increased by 7,377 
during the month.

was read: — As the people already are aware, 


a two-fold danger threatens our country. 
There is the possibility of attack by either 
of the belligerents in the present conflict or 
there may be such a blockadé of shipping 
that it may become impossible for us to 
import the goods that we normally get from 
overseas.

The people are asked 
to be assured that the Parish Council will 
do its utmost in the matter of the distribu- 
tion of food and fuel, and they are requested 
to give full and whole-hearted co-operation in 
all matters affecting the safety and well- 
being of the community.”

WORLD WHEAT. 
SITUATION. 
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U.S. WINTER CROP 
SHOWS GAIN

In the month which has elapsed since the 
Canadian, United States and. Argentine 
Governments aave acted to stabilise Wheat 
prices by. ‘ntroducing minimum prices for 
futures, the various wheat markets have been 
under pressore both from adverse war news 
and from reports of improving crops. 

While some improvement on the whole has 
been noted in European crops: during the past 
month, the United States winter wheat. crop 
registered an appreciable gain during the 
month, and both the United States and 
Canadian spring wheat crops have been 
making very favourable progress since seed - 
ing. — weeks of warm weather have 
benefited European crops, stimulating growth 
and helping to overcome part of the back- 
wardness resulting from a severe winter and 
poor seeding conditions. 

The United States winter wheat crop, esti- 
mated at 489 million bushels, as of June I, 
showed an increase of 29 million bushels over 
the May 1 estimate. Since the beginning of 
June, winter wheat conditions have con- 
tinued favourable, and, while much attention 
has been paid to the spread of black stem 
rust, only the late-germinated fields are suffer- 
ing much damage, and the loss to the total 
crop is not expected to be great. The fore. 
cast of spring wheat production at 259 million 
bushels ranks appreciably above the previous 
ten-year average of 184 million bushels, In 
the Prairie Provinces the May 31 condition 
was placed slightly higher than a. year ago. 
During the first half of June rainfall across 
the Prairie Provinces averaged: an inch less 
than during.the same period of 1939, although 
very good showers have been. received 3 
the present month, and rainfall from April 
to date has approximated normal. 

On June 1 the Honourable James A. 
MacKinnon announced the sale to the United 
Kingdom of 50 million bushels of wheat at a 

rice considerably above the existing market. 

he sale involved the transfer of wheat futures 
from. the Canadian Wheat Board to the 
British Cereals Import Committee, so that 
the latter might exchange the futures for 
cash wheat as required for oversea ship- 
ment This transaction assured a continuing 
export volume from Canada well into the 
future. In the ‘meantime, exports of 
Canadian wheat and flour were quite heavy 
during May, and eased off — only 
during the second week of June. p to 
June 13 total overseas: wheat clearances, 
United States imports and flour exports: since 
August 1 last were estimated at 176 million 
bushels, while the Customs wheat and flour 
export figures were running somewhat 
higher, due to larger stocks of Canadian 
wheat being carried in United States 

sitions, Altogether, the 210 milliou bushel 
orecast for wheat and flour exports during 
the full crop year continues to appear easily 
possible of attainment: With this. export 
volume realised, the carry-over of wheat in 
Canada at July 31 will be in the neighbour- 
hood of 245 million bushels. This compares 


Canadian positions in 1933, which, 80 far, 
has been the largest wheat volume cart ied 
over from one crop year to the next.
